breathing. 

They devised an apparatus by 
which it was possible to record on a 
dram .the opening and closing of the 
Wwindpipe and the movements of the 
muscles of the _ abdomen. This 
plied to. persons’ not-doing strenuous 
wofk. They were told to listen {n- 
tently; to look intently, and to think 
closely, etc. In every case the  in- 
strument showed that the man held 
his breath and contracted his ab- 
‘dominal: muscles. : uh 

Why? The chest contains air and 


Blaicoa in large quantities. With the 


windpipe closed, air, cannot escape 
from the lungs. If pressure be ap- 
plied blood must-be driven out. And 
this is: Just what the abdominal mus 
cles do by their contraction. 

The blood can go only to the brain 
and to the muscles. 

This, then, is the explanation of 


{the holding of the breath. When 
| close attention {s required a man 
unconsciously holds his-breath and 


drives blood to his brain. When a 
more than usually great. effort is 
called for, he holds his breath and 
drives- blood into his muscles.

In the ant hill we find an example 
of pure ‘democracy. It’ may consist 
of many . thousands-of. individuals 
without a monarch or leader of any 
sort; without a government. Each 
ant does exactly what it pleases, 
without either instructions or per- 
mission to do ft. But what it does 
fs just what is best for the entire 
community. There is no self-secking 
no profiteering. Each one does what 
needs to be done when it needs do- 
ing. the welfare of all being the im:
